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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Even assuming Dulberg is distinguishable from 
this situation, a prima facie case of obviousness exists in view of the applied references. Yap teaches multiple recording units and 
recording the same information as the claimed invention. The only difference between the claimed invention and the applied references is 
that Yap records the information together and the claimed invention records it separately. A person of ordinary skill in the art would 
recognize that it would be a routine engineering choice to record information separately for a number of reasons such as accomodating 
memory capacity, and this modification could have been readily made to obtain predictable results. It is not patentable to use a known 
technique to improve a method otherwise disclosed in the prior art. KSR v. Teleflex, 550 U.S. , 82 USPQ2d 1385 (Apr. 30, 2007). 

Examiner respectfully submits that Yap is sufficient to teach the "extracting" step, as the claimed embodiments do not limit how or where 
the extracting occurs (such as extracting the information locally at each recording unit), and therefore read upon the "extracting" as 
disclosed in Yap. Additionally, examiner respectfully disagrees with applicant's characterization that Yap only discloses an embodiment 
that begins recording while comparing tag information, and therefore does not teach "reading additional information before entering 
recording mode." Paragraph 0134 of Yap discloses that "the user may be prompted with the notification and the option to view the 
possible match so as to confirm that the user is about to record a duplicate of a recorded program." The words "about to record" indicate 
that the comparison occurs before recording commences, and therefore meet the limitation.
